Sui>i>lj!iis Bloving Engines with Water. 


By a, new invention which is being 


tried on some of the southern railroads 
it is thought possible that eirifrnes can 
bo supplied witl} water when necessary 
without stopping. 
Tho system is ex- 


plained as follows; There is to bo a 
tower over each well or stream that is 
to supply water, about forty feet high, 
and from thit, tower is suspended by a 
wire cable a tank or bucket holding 
about 3,500 gallons of water. 
The same 


is raised by pacing locomotives, and 
the water discharged automatically into 
a storage tank. The bucket that con- 
veys the water to the storage tank, when 
emptied, goes back automatically into 
the well or stream of supply, and is filled 
ready for the next locomotive. 
This 


saves the expense of a stationary engine 
and fuel, with engine and such expense 
as attends the present system, and gives 
equal guarantee of reliable supply.

CASE. 


The Stevenson will case, which baa oc- 


cupied the time of Judge Rising's Court at 
C arson for several months, has been de- 
cided. The opinion of the Court, which 
is printed in full in the Enterprise, states 
that on October 28lb, 1885, C. 0. Steven- 
«on made his last will and testament, be- 
qneathiog to each of his sons, Edward and 
Lou, $1,000, to each of their children 
$500, and the residue of his estate of con- 
siderable value, to his wife. 


Governor Stevenson died in September, 


1890. 
His widow being nominated ex- 


eoutris, petitioned to have his will admitted 
to probate. 
His sons objected, asaailel 


the validity of the will, assigning two 
reasons, only one of which was considered 
by the Court, the other having been dis- 
posed of adversely by the contestants, 


It was claimed that the execution of the 


will was obtained by over-importunity on 
the part of the wife. There was no pre- 
tense but that the testator, at the time of 
making the will, was in the possession of 
oil his faculties, of sound and clear mind, 
in vigorous manhood, with full capacity to 
distinguish and decide for himself. 


The Court states that it is very difficult 


to define the extent of over-persuasion or 
undue influence which must be exerted to 
invalidate a will, but it must be in such a 
degree an to take away from the testator 
his free agency, and to overcome his 
natural desire and preference, and such as 
to render the testamentary act no longer 
that of a capable testator. 


It a wife by her virtues has gained such 


an ascendancy over her husband, so rivited 
her affections, that her good pleasure is a 
law to him, such an influence can never be 
a reason for impeaching n will made in her 
favor, even to the f xolnsion of the residue 
of the family, nor could it be safe to set 
aside a will on the ground of influence, 
importunity or undue advantage lakou of 
the testator by his wife, though it should 
be proved she possessed a powerful in- 
fluence over his mind and conduct in the 
general concerns of life, 
ucless there 


should be proof that such influence was 
especially exerted to procure a will of suob 
a kind as to be peculiarly acceptable to 
her, and to the prejudice and disappoint- 
ment of others. 


The Judge holds from the testimony 


that suoh influence was not exerted and 
the proofs in the case being clearly insuf- 
ficient to establish any such state of facts 
as would invalidate the will, ordered that 
it be admitted to probate, and that Ellen 
M. Stevenson be appointed executrix, 
without bonds, as directed by the will.

THE PEESIDENT IN THE SOUTH. 


Trouble With the 
Manlpurs—Meeting 


of the California Board of Horticul- 
ture. 


A communication from a member of the 


Farmers'Alliance "is printed in this issue 
of the JotTENAL. It tells what the prin- 
ciples of the Alliance are and why Nevada 
should endorse them. Like all new con- 
verts he is somewhat enthusiastic, but ad- 
mits, however, that the Democrats are in 
accord with two of tbe three cardinal prin- 
ciples of tbe new party and differ only on 
the proposition to have the Government 
loan money on real estate security. 


It is admitted that the Alliance will exert 


a powerful infloanoe in the next Presi- 
dential election, and as it is almost certain 
to be in the ascendancy in Kansas and 
other Western States, heretofore over 
whelmingly Republican, may cause the 
election of a President by the House of 
Representatives. It would seem at first 
thought that the Alliance ought to ally it- 
self with the Democratic patty, as the two 
d'ffer only on the Government loan prin- 
ciple, and the Alliance ia by no means n 
unit on that, but it reqnirps considerable 
moral courage and will-power, more un- 
fortunately, than tbe majority of people 
are endowed with, to change from one 
of the parties to the other; hence the Alli- 
ance ia made a half-way ground, a stepping 
stone, between the old parties, though it 
differs from the free coinage wing of the 
Domocracy only in mime and on the Gov- 
ernment loan proposition. 
As the latter 


proposition does not receive the npprovnl 
of only a wing of tbe Alliance it may be 
eliminated irom the platform of the parly, 
in which event the Allinnce will diffVr only 
in name from the Democrats. 


The free and unrestricted coinage of sil- 


ver should be the principal plank in tbe 
political platform of every Nevadan, and if 
Cleveland, who is as much of a gold bug as 
Harrison, id nominated by the Dem~ernts, 
the people of this State who are not con- 
trolled by the bosses should vote for the 
Alliance candidate, even though they nmy 
not agree with all of its principles.

THE ITALIAN QUESTION. 


The Correspondence Between Blalne and 


Italy. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Ihe following is 


the correspondence 
between Secretary 


Elaine and the Italian Government, since 
the Secretary's note to the Maiqais luiper- 
iali, acknowledging the notice of Baron 
Fava's departure: 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1891.—The fitst 


letter is from the Marquis Impeiiali at the 
Legation in Washington, in which he snys: 


"His Majesty's Minister of Foreign Af- 


fairs has just directed me to address the 
following communication to you:" The 
Government of tbe King of Italy has asked 
nothing beyond the prompt institution of 
judicial proceedings through the regular 
channels. 
It would have been absurd to 


claim the punishment of the guilty parties, 
without a warrant of regular judgment 
The Italain Government now repeats the 
same demand. But not until the Federal 
Government shall have explieit'y declared 
that the aforesaid proceedings shall be 
begun, can the diplomatic incident be con- 
sidered as closed. 
Meanwhile his Majes 


ty's Government takes note of tbe declara- 
tion whereby the Federal Government reo 
ognizes that indemnity is due to the fami- 
lies of tbe victims iu virtue of the treaty in 
force between the two countries. 


Secretary Elaine 
replies April 14th. 


After referring to the charge in the Italian 
demands from those first made, he refers 
to tbe question ol indemnity and says: 
" If: Marquis Bndini will carefully exam 


ine my notice of April 1st, he will discover 
that I did not recognize that indemnity is 
due to tbe families of tbe victims in virtue 
of the treaty in force between the two 
countries. What I did say was, that the 
United States recognized tho principal in 
demnity to those Italian subjects who may 
have been wronged by violation of tbe 
rights secured to them ncder the treaty 
with the United States. Murqnis Radio 
may be assured that the United State 
would recompense 
every Italian snbjec 


who might be wronged by violation of tb 
treaty, to which tbe faith of the Unitei 
States is pledged. 
But this assnranc 


leaves unsettled the important queslioi 
whether tbe treaty has been violated npoi 
this point. The President, with sufficieu 
facts before him, has taken full time fo 
decision. lie now directs that certain con 
sideration in the general subject be Bill 
mitted to tbe judgment of the Italian Goi 
eminent, as a precedent of great value t 
the case under discussion.

not always reliable. Evary bill is letters 
and numbered, and there is a connection 
between the numbers and the letters which 
is made in such a way Ibat when yon know 
about it you can tell a genuine bill almos 
at a glance. 


" What are known as the character letter 


of a bill are placed ou either side of th 
central figure or vignette, and are A, B, C 
and D only. The letters stamped in color 
before and after numbers have nothing t 
do with the case so far as detecting a 
counterfeit goes, but those engraved on 
bill in places mentioned are rightly name 
character letters, since they serve, in con 
neotion with the numbers, to show if th 
bill is genuine.

In the Quartier a student is allowed 150 
francs credit; in other words, thirty dol- 
lars. If any expenditure is run up above 
that limit, or rent permitted to eland 
beyond that sum, the hussier appears 
and the student is literally turned out 
on the pavement. I have recently heard 
of several cases where this limit had 
been reached within a franc or two, and 
where the student, a man or woman, 
had been reduced to keeping the vital 
spark alive by one or two cups of coffee 
a day. 
In one instance the person was a New 


England girl from a small village, who, 
entirely without talent, had come over, 
as I have described, with about $200, out 
of which, her passage being deducted, 
she had been .able to live, after a fashion, 
for a time. The last cent' was now gone; 
she was friendless, without means to get 
home, and probably too proud to make 
her destitution and failure known to her 
family, against whose instincts of com- 
mon sense she had probably undertaken 
this venture, lured by all manner of 
wild and unfounded hopes. And this 
case is really one of many.—Milwaukee 
Wisconsin.

The Speed of That Yanlcee Meteor. 
Professor H. A. Newton, of Yale, writes 


the following letter with regard to the 
great :md wonderfully brilliant meteor 
which was seen here in Hartford : 


The brilliant meteor that yon describe 


in your issue of Feb. 24, and which was 
heard to explode with tremendous noise 
in many places in Maine, appears to have 
been moving northward, nearly over 
Portland, Me. , perhaps from as far south 
as Boston, nnJ to have disappeared some 
tuiles above the' surface of the earth over 
the middle or northern parts of Franklin 
county, Me. So far as known no stones 
have been secured from the meteor. If 
this is the true path, the body entered 
the air with a tremendous velocity. 


The earth was at that time moving 


eighteen miles a second directly toward 
the point from which the meteor was 
coming. According to accepted theories, 
the meteor was moving faster than the 
earth, aud the stone entered the air with 
the sum of the two velocities. 
This 


makes a velocity of more than forty 
miles a second. 
In most of the cases 


where stones have been secured the ve- 
locities have boon not more than twenty 
miles ti second. In one instance, how- 
ever, in Stanhem, Moravia, there were 
secured a large number of stones from a 
meteor whoso velocity was as great as 
that of the meteor of Feb. 23.— Hartford 
Courant.
